Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 31 -66 and 70-74 (renumbered claims 1 -41 ) are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: for 
independent claims 70-72. The prior art teaches testing an image to determine pixels 
having a skin area. The critical feature that is not taught is the testing utilizing at least 
one threshold dependent on at least one image capture condition and said image 
capture condition being expressed as metadata. Claims 73-74 depend on claim 71 . 
Therefore also allowable. Claims 31-35 were allowed in the previous office action 
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based on testing utilizing at least color distribution model dependent on at least one 
image capture condition.
